CARE HOME'S 
GREEN LIGHT 


Work can now get under way after reduced 
roof height wins approval for 60 -bed home

A THREE-STOREY, 60-bed care home 
has been given the go-ahead by 
Cherwell District Council planners. 

Green Pastures Christian Nursing Home 
has won planning permission from Cherwell 
District Council to build the new home on 
the corner of Bath Road and Park Road. 

The project will combine two plots of 
land - the former site of a 30-bed care 
home from the 1970s Holly House, and a 
private house at 5 Park Road. 

Holly House has already been 
demolished, but developers can now knock 
down the semi-detached house. 

The new home will have 60 bedrooms, 
all with en-suite facilities, as well as garden 


areas, and 22 parking spaces for staff and 
visitors. 

It will provide accommodation for older 
people who are no longer able to remain in 
their own homes. 

The facility will also create the equivalent 
of 22 full-time and 45 part-time jobs. 

In a report to the council, a planning 
officer said: 'The provision of a local facility 
will give people the choice to stay within 
their local community and will regenerate a 
site which is currently vacant and becoming 
run-down." 


The plan for Green Pastures Christian 
Nursing Home had been re-submitted with 
changes, after concerns from residents about 
the height of the building. 

Designers have lowered the roof line by 
70cm, and have broken up the appearance 
of the roofline by including dormer 
windows on the third floor. 

Planners said that "the building would 
look like a terrace when viewed from its 
principal elevations". 

However, not everyone was convinced by 
the new plans. 

One resident wrote to the council: "Yet 
again I wish to state my concern regarding 
the overall height of the building. 

"The reduction in roof height makes no 
difference to us here on the ground looking 
at it. 

"I would prefer to be looking at a two- 
storey building." 

Michael Gibbard, planning chief at the 
council, said: "It is important when 
considering sites for care homes that we give 
consideration to both existing and potential 
new residents. 

"For the existing residents, this approval 
will be bringing a redundant site back into 
use and restoring it to its original purpose, 
while for the new residents, they will be 
perfectly situated to access the town centre 
and all of the associated benefits."

Marathon woman 


RUNNING a marathon is hard 
enough, but Gill Begnor is going to 
try to run it while wearing a 20lb 
backpack. 

The Hook Norton mum is 
attempting to set a new Guinness 
World Record for the feat on 
Sunday. 

She said: "There are three 
categories for male marathon 
runners, carrying 20lb, 40lb and 
80lb, but none for women. 

"The record people have set me a 
time I have to beat - because 
otherwise I could just take a week 
and still get the record." 

Mrs Begnor, 48, is trying to run 
the course in five-and-a-half hours, 
with sandbags weighing down her 
backpack. 

This is not her first London 
marathon - nor her first world 
record. 

She said: "I've done three 
marathons before, and two while 
wearing a heavy 'beer bottle' 
costume to honour Hook Norton 
Brewery. 

"I was the fastest women to run a 
marathon in a bottle costume for a 
year, but then they started making 


lighter costumes and I couldn't keep 
up." 

However, she admits that this 
challenge may be her last: "I don't 
think I'll do another marathon after 
this, but I may do other challenges. 

"My training has been up and 
down, 20lb is very heavy." 

Her partner, Mike Dobson, and 
her two daughters, Lucy, 15, and 17- 
year-old Emma, have been urging 
her on with her training. 

She said: "I hadn't really 
understood how much of a 
difference it would make. I think I 
will get round the course - but I 
may be crossing the line on all 
fours." 

Mrs Begnor, a software 
programme manager, said that the 
motivation to take on new records 
was to raise more money. 

"When you've done a few of 
them, you feel bad asking people to 
keep sponsoring you for the same 
thing, so you have to find something 
a bit different to do to challenge 
yourself more. 

"It makes it better for fundraising 
if you're doing something a bit 
different."

He added that this was enough time for 
him to inflict a "rather nasty injury" which 
required his alleged victim to undergo plastic 
surgery to his ear. 

Maguire denies the charge and was 
released on bail.

Sheriff who wears 
a charitable badge 


In the age of cyber crime and 
crowd-sourcing, can a frilly costume 
and a letter from the Queen really 
change lives for the better? Pete 
Hughes reports on the role of the 
High Sheriff of Oxfordshire 


HIS job may be by Royal 
appointment, but today's 
High Sheriff of Oxfordshire 
doesn't keep law and order 
or collect taxes. 

But the role - helping to 
represent the Queen - does 
involve raising money and 
lending credibility to good local 
causes. 

He or she is invited to civic 
dinners and major military 
events, hands out trophies and 
cuts ribbons, so organisations can 
then say the High Sheriff has 
endorsed their event. 

But they also have a more pro¬ 
active role. 

Each sheriff chooses a theme 
for their year of office, and tries 
to leave a legacy behind them 
that will run on long after they 
have gone. 

The next High Sheriff is Tony 
Stratton, former chief of 
international marketing firm 
CPM, non-executive director of 
several other companies and 
board member of cultural charity 
Oxford Inspires. 

His grand dream for his year in 
the post, which starts this month, 
is to set up a coterie of county 
businesses which will act as a 
union for funding local charities 
and community groups in 
perpetuity. 

Mr Stratton said: "If I phone 
someone up and say 'It's Tony, I 
want to talk about an issue' you 
might say 'that's interesting', but 
if I say 'This is the High Sheriff', 
your ears prick up. 

"You do an awful lot of turning 
up, but by turning up, the role 
can grace an occasion. 

"It adds glamour, heritage and 
a traditional consistency to 


events. It is no good just shaking 
the tin at businesses, you have to 
be able to deliver something." 

He has already set the wheels 
in motion for his Business Cares 
initiative by creating The Sheriff's 


Challenge. Mr Stratton has invited 
20 businesses to take part in 
three fundraising events - a sports 
day at Iffley Road Sports Ground 
in Oxford, a choral afternoon at 
Blenheim Palace, Woodstock, 


and a business lecture at the Said 
Business School. 

He hopes to raise £100,000 
just from firms attending each of 
the events, to go to his chosen 
charities - Oxfordshire 
Community Foundation, Music 
for Autism and Access Sport. 

But in the long term he hopes 
that bringing businesses together 
will fuel interest in his vision for 
the Business Cares initiative. 

He said: "I wanted to find a 
different source of support, so the 
business community seemed 
sensible. 

"While the economy is 
recovering we all know the 
county council is having to 
reduce the money it spends on 
non-statutory activities, charity or 
voluntary. 

"I thought if I can get 20 or so 
businesses to make a decent 
contribution, we could get things 
done that otherwise wouldn't 
happen." 

The role, which is unpaid and 
entirely voluntary, also requires 
the incumbent to host a High 
Court judge who visits Oxford to 
judge particularly difficult cases. 

He will also host the High 
Sheriff's Awards, which this year 
were held in Oxford in March. 

Mr Stratton said: "If there was 
no High Sheriff in Oxfordshire, 
the world wouldn't stop turning 
but there would be a vacuum. 

"Something would be created 
to fill that vacuum, and it would 
probably be a Government- 
created position. 

"Having a non-political role, 
just focused on supporting and 
encouraging good causes, seems 
like a better way to do that." 


An historic office 


• THE Office of High Sheriff 
is a non-political Royal 
appointment for a single year. 

It is the oldest secular 
office in the country - outside 
the monarchy. 

The origins of the 
office date back to 
Saxon times, when 
the Shire Reeve, 
from which we get 
our word sheriff, 
was responsible to 
the king for the 
maintenance of law 
and order within the 
shire, or county, and 
for the collection 
and return of taxes due to 
the crown. 

Today, there are 55 High 
Sheriffs serving the counties 
of England and Wales each 
year.

Prison for postman who 
stole from a blind man 


A POSTMAN, who stole bank cards from 
letters and left a blind man feeling "sick" 
after emptying his accounts, has been 
jailed. 

Damon Alvey, of Friday Court, Thame, 
helped himself to post between June and 
October last year after he was moved by Royal 
Mail from Oxford to its Banbury sorting 
office. 

The 45-year-old used his job to search for 
letters containing bank cards and PIN numbers, 
which he used to withdraw at least £4,033 
from two customers' accounts. 

He has now pleaded guilty to one count of 
theft and four counts of fraud by false 
representation. 

Timothy Boswell, prosecuting at Oxford 
Crown Court, said Alvey had also taken letters 
belonging to 15 other people. Police found the 
remains of more post that had been shredded 
when they searched his home.

Mr Boswell said one of his victims was 
Darren Blythe, 34, of Bretch Hill, Banbury, who 
is registered blind and received around £400 a 
month from the local authority. 

Speaking after the hearing, he said when he 
realised all the council money had been stolen, 
plus about £2,700 from another account, he 
was left feeling sick. 

He said: "Without that money I could not 
afford to do anything. 

"I wish he had got a longer sentence." 

Timothy Greaves, defending, said his client 
had been a postman for three-and-a-half years 
but turned to crime after he got into £25,000 of 
debt and started drinking heavily. 

Judge Ian Pringle sentenced Alvey to ten 
months in prison and ordered him to pay a 
£100 victims' surcharge.

Heads to debate 'pupils and the Pill'

HEADTEACHERS and governors will be 
left to decide if Oxfordshire's new 
school nurses can hand out morning- 
after pills in advance. 

Last week the National Institute for 
Health and Care Excellence (Nice) 
recommended that emergency 
contraception should be provided free 
and in advance to girls up to the age of 
25 in case they need it. 

In the proposals, Nice said nurses, 
including school nurses and 
pharmacists, should be able to offer 
free emergency contraceptive pills as 
part of a push to reduce teenage 
pregnancy rates in England. 

Every secondary school in 
Oxfordshire is to have its own 
permanent school nurse based on site 
under a £1.55m scheme unveiled by 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

Hilary Hibbert-Biles, the council's 
public health chief, said: "Providing the 


morning-after pill in advance will be 
something that the nurses discuss with 
the headteachers and governors about 
what that school wants." 

And Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman said: "School nurses - as 
qualified health professionals - will be 
in a position to provide sexual health 
advice, make appropriate referrals, and, 
where supported by the policy of 
individual schools, to supply emergency 
contraception on the basis of individual 
assessments and national guidelines." 

Professor Mike Kelly, director of the 
centre for public health at Nice, said: 
"It is really important that sexual 
health services, offering information 
and advice, can be found in places 
where young people have access to 
them. 

"Evidence clearly shows that the 
availability of contraception reduces 
the rate of unwanted pregnancies." 


InBRIEF 

Civic clean-up 
nets 15 tonnes 

■ OVER 15 tonnes of rubbish were 
cleared from a Banbury estate during 
a spring clean. Collecting litter by 
hand and with a road sweeper, six 
members of Cherwell District 
Council's street cleaning team spent 
100 hours over five days cleaning 
the streets of Hardwick. Nigel 
Morris, the council's clean and 
green chief, said: "To have removed 
15 tonnes of rubbish in just five 
days is a great feat but also 
demonstrates how dropping a few 
items of rubbish here and there can 
soon add up. We would encourage 
everyone to do their bit and put all 
rubbish in a bin to keep the area 
clean and tidy." 

Plea over bees 

■ THE Green Party has called on 
Oxfordshire County Council to adopt 
more bee-friendly policies. The group 
has said colonies should be 
established in council-owned parks, 
with more pollinator flowers planted 
to encourage them. Green 
campaigner Dr Hazel Dawe said: 
"The county council could also visit 
schools to educate children about 
the relationship between bees and 
biodiversity." It follows the 
Oxfordshire Bee Summit, which 
took place at the beginning of 
February and saw experts from all 
over the county gather. They 
discussed ways to tackle bee 
population decline and pledged to 
set up a "pollinator advisory group". 

Firearms facts 

■ FIREARMS are being authorised 
in more police operations than they 
were ten years ago. The latest 
Home Office figures show Thames 
Valley Police officers were 
authorised to be issued firearms in 
295 operations between March 
2012 and April last year - 
compared to 195 in 2003/04. 
National figures show firearms 
were authorised 10,996 times last 
financial year but were only 
discharged three times.

Father in tribute to 
car-park plunge boy 

THE father of a 14-year-old boy who 
died after falling from a Banbury multi¬ 
storey car park has said the family 
would cherish his memory. 

Thomas Boomer, who was from Bloxham, 
fell from the five-storey Bolton Road car park 
at about 1 am on Monday of last week, but 
died of his injuries at Oxford's John Radcliffe 
Hospital later that afternoon. 

His father, Doug, said: "We are struggling 
to come to terms with and understand Tom's 
death. 

"He was a bright star, with the potential to 
shine in whatever path he chose in life." 

He added: "Our wonderful memories of 
Tom, together with the love and support of 
our friends in Bloxham and wider family, will 
sustain us in both the coming weeks and 
months. 

"We appreciate the many messages of love 
from his friends who must be suffering 
greatly too. 

"We will cherish memories of the 14 years 
we were privileged to spend with Tom." 

Police were this week continuing their 
investigation into Tom's death on behalf of 
the Oxfordshire coroner. At present the 
incident is being treated as unexplained but

not suspicious. The teenager, of Queen 
Street, was a drummer and also leaves 
behind his mother, Clare, and his sister, 
Kirstin. 

In the family statement Mr Boomer added: 
"To his sister he was a constant friend, 
always happy to improvise a tune for her to 
sing along to. 

"Tom's love of music made him many 
friends and the house often rang to the 
sounds of band practice. 

"His more recent love of canoeing was a 
great outlet for his energy and the club 
provided a strong network." 

The teen had recently moved to Chipping 
Norton School from The Warriner School in 
nearby Bloxham. 

Simon Duffy, headteacher at Chipping 
Norton School, said: "Tom was a polite, 
smart and talented student. 

"He enjoyed music, was passionate about 
rugby and had a good future ahead of him. 

"Our whole school community is shocked 
and saddened by the news and our thoughts 
are with his family."

New signs to 
offer a safer 
walk to school 

CHILDREN in Banbury will have a safer walk 
to school thanks to new road warning signs, a 
local councillor said. 

Electronic signs will be installed on 
Queensway, which is a "main thoroughfare" 
for local schoolchildren, according to Kieron 
Mallon. 

The busy road has two lanes separated by a 
grass island. 

As well as Queensway Primary School, 
there are other schools nearby, including the 
Harriers Ground Community Primary School 
and Frank Wise School. 

Mr Mallon said: "It's the main route for 
children attending the schools. There are 
hundreds of kids every day going up and 
down there." 

A road safety review was initially requested 
from Queensway School's headteacher, Sarah 
Jakeman, in December 2013. 

Mr Mallon said: "We made a concerted 
effort to see if anything could be done to 
make road users more aware of children 
coming out of the side entrances." 

The duo had talks with road safety and 
highways officers. 

The result is that from September, two 
electronic signs will be installed, signalling a 
part-time advisory 20 mph limit. The signs 
will only flash during opening and closing 
times of the school day. 

The signs will be funded from developer 
contributions, which are held in a pot by the 
county council. 

Mr Mallon said: "We're hopeful that this 
will raise awareness of potential problems 
before they arise." 


Jobs threat as marking centre faces closure 


A NATIONAL apprenticeship scheme is closing down its 
administration unit in Banbury, putting five jobs at risk. 

Vision Workforce Skills currently runs ten training 
centres across the country, helping young people get 
apprenticeships in construction, IT, media and customer 
service. Work from those students is then sent to 
markers in Banbury, who grade the work and return it to 
the centres. 


In an attempt to cut costs and turn a profit, VWS is 
closing four of its six training centres, as well as the 
Banbury administration office. Marking will now take 
place at the centres themselves. 

Four markers and a cleaner are at risk of redundancy. 

The company's MD, Graham Howe, said: 
"Unfortunately, certain aspects of the business are not 
doing as well as anticipated."

Teen grooming 

guilty verdict

A MAN asked a teenage girl he 
groomed over Facebook to change out 
of her school uniform into "something 
sexy" before he met her. 

Luke Southam, 21, kissed the 13-year-old 
girl, who cannot be identified, when they 
first saw each other at Banbury railway 
station. 

In a victim statement, Judge Tom Corrie 
said the young girl had thought Southam was 
in love with her and had been emotionally 
scarred by the incident. 

On Friday, Southam was given a 
community order at Oxford Crown Court. 

A jury unanimously found Southam, of 
Cornish Road, Chipping Norton, guilty of 
meeting up with a girl following sexual 
grooming in February. 

The court heard that he had contacted the 
girl via Facebook in March last year, and 
despite knowing she was 13, met up with 
her. 

She told him she would be in her school 
clothes, but he told her to bring a change of 
clothes and to "wear something sexy". 

In mitigation, Terence Woods said: "His 
mental age is not that far apart from the 
young girl he was in contact with. That may 
well explain in part this whole incident." 

Judge Corrie said: "Your IQ has been 
measured as relatively low and you may not 
have appreciated the danger you posed and 
the effect on the girl of that age, who thought 
herself in love. It has caused her significant 
distress, from which she is still suffering. 

"I hope you now understand you were, in 
effect, playing with the emotions of 
somebody who was too young to cope with 
it." 

Southam was given an 18-month 
community order, with an education 
requirement, a Sexual Offences Prevention 
Order, which stops him from coming into 
contact with anyone under the age of 1 6 for 
five years, and must be on the Sex Offenders' 

Register for five years.

School heads to debate

It is under new plans unveiled 
by Schools Minister David Laws 
for a £350m boost for UK schools. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
was one of the 62 local authorities 
to benefit from the change and the 
increase is just 0.1 per cent. 

But some areas will see a boost 
of up to £20m if the plans are 


approved. Now, the county's 
schools' forum will hold an 
"extraordinary meeting" to discuss 
its response to the plans.

The Department for Education 
has launched a consultation into 
its "fairer school funding" plans. 

County council education chief 
Melinda Tilley said: "The 
Government is consulting all the 
councils on its proposals and we 
are seeking further information 
before responding."

Planning veto fails 


■ Inspector overturns council planners to 
allow 60 new homes to be built in village

RESIDENTS will see up to 60 new 
homes built in Bloxham after a 
government planning inspector 
approved the scheme - despite 
objections from the Cherwell 
District Council. 

Miller Strategic Land has been given 
permission to build the properties on 
land off Tadmarton Road in the village, 


along with community parkland and 
additional parking for Bloxham Church 
of England Primary School. 

This is the third time the planning 
inspectors have upheld appeals from 
developers for new housing in 
Bloxham. 


Last year, 75 homes off Barford Road 
and 85 homes off Milton Road were 
approved, despite the council's 
decision to reject planning permission. 

Inspectors say that Cherwell District 
Council does not have a good enough 
five-year housing supply. 


Michael Gibbard, the council's 
planning chief, said: "It is incredibly 
disappointing for both us and the 
residents of Bloxham to have our 
opinions repeatedly disregarded." 

While none of the council's plans 
included developing the Tadmarton 


Road site, Mr Gibbard said that 
inspectors did not take into 
consideration the council's plans to 
build more homes. 

He said: "What is especially 
frustrating is that the five-year housing 
supply only gives weight to those 
homes which have already been built. 

"That means no matter how many 
houses we approve, they will not be 
counted until they are finished - 
something which is in the hands of the 
developers."

L ee Hurst is back and he's seriously hacked 
off. Which is just as well, given that his new 
tour is entitled Things That Make You Go 
Aaarggh!!! and aims to discuss the stuff about this 
modern world that gets right on both his, and the 
audience's, goat. 

So, among the things that irritate him are 
political correctness (in his eyes, it certainly has 
gone mad), and the fact that the various ailments 
he's suffered and medical procedures he's 
undergone in the last decade or so have slowed 
him down so that "I run like an old man now". 

And trying hard not to sound like the 
archetypal grumpy old man (he's not long into his 
50s, after all), Hurst is aghast at the way 
technology appears to have dominated an entire 
generation's way of being. 

"I don't have a mobile anymore, but I have a 
laptop at home. I use it as a news feed. I 
feel like I'm in a zombie film, where 
I'm the last person alive who 
doesn't have a mobile. 

"When 1 got rid of my 
mobile, my friends went 
mental. They said: 'How can I

we contact you?' 'Well, I have a landline.' 'But 
what if you're not in?' 'Then you can leave me a 
message.' 

"And they went into more and more ridiculous 
scenarios to try to convince me that I should have 
a mobile." 

Hurst does admit to being on Twitter and 
Facebook, where he will put up jokes and have 
the occasional spleen-vent about the news. But 
he's having nothing to do with any Internet trolls. 

"I make a point of blocking anyone who slags 
me off or who disagrees with me about an issue. 
But it cracks me up to hear about people being 
bullied online: just block! I have no 
sympathy for them. 

"If you are being bullied 
on the street for real, you 
can't move. Online, 

Hr you can just block 
^ them and if they set 


up a new account, 


just block that. Simple. If only real life was like 
that, it would be brilliant." 

Having spent much of the 21st century 
occupied with matters other than touring (he runs 
the Bethnal Green-based Backyard Comedy Club 
which reopened last year after a substantial 
redevelopment), Hurst is now on his third show in 
succession after Man V Woman in 2011, Too 
Scared To Leave The House the following year 
and now Things That Make You Go Aaarggh!!!. 

For this trilogy, he has settled on a format that 
keeps him excited to take a show on the road for 
several months by warming up his crowd in the 
opening half with some scripted stand-up before 
launching into a second half where literally 
anything can happen as he opens up his theme to 
the floor. 

"What I learned from the last couple of tours 
was that by having the second half based around 
improv, I sustain myself much better throughout 
the whole run. This is a guess, but I think I'm 
slightly unique in that I worry less about the 
unknown than I do about the known. 

"The second half is out of my hands, so why 
worry about it? I wouldn't even try to call myself 


an eternal optimist, but I just trust it will all be 
OK." 

And as with many of life's finest plans, this one 
worked itself out completely by accident after 
Hurst lost all his notes about his Man V Woman 
show, possibly on a bus. 

"I had stuff in my head but not enough to 
sustain it for a whole second half, so I changed it 
to get the men in the audience writing something 
down about women and vice versa. 

"I won't say it was a stroke of genius, it was a 
necessity, but it was so much fun and it continued 
to work well on the next show." 

Has Hurst a clear idea of where he exists in the 
British comedy firmament? 

"Profile-wise, I'm incredibly low. 

"Skill-set wise, I'm right up there at the top. 
What a diva! 

"But then it's for other people to prove me 
wrong."

adults, Divergent is a rites of 
passage story baked to a similar 
recipe as The Hunger Games. 

Neil Burger's film separates a 
gung-ho heroine from the people 
she loves and compels her to 
undergo a series of gruelling 
challenges, killing fellow teenagers 
to ensure her survival. 

Spookily, the running time of the 
two films is almost identical, 
although this dystopian fantasy 
earns its 12A certificate without 
spilling as much innocent blood. 

Shailene Woodley, who was 
deservedly nominated for a Golden 
Globe opposite George Clooney in 
The Descendants , is perfectly cast 
as the teenage protagonist, who 
leads the rebellion against a corrupt 
system. She is the beating heart of 
the slickly engineered film and 
effortlessly tugs heartstrings in 
pivotal scenes of loss. 

A slow-burning romantic subplot 
ensures the target audience will 
swoon as the heroine suffers 
exquisite pangs of first love, while a 
tub-thumping denouement sets the 
scene for the next two instalments, 
Insurgent and Allegiant, released in 
2015 and 2016 respectively. 

Futuristic Chicago is divided into 
five factions - Abnegation, Amity, 


Candor, Dauntless and Erudite - 
which exemplify positive aspects of 
the human personality: selflessness, 
cordiality, honesty, intelligence and 
courage. 

On a specific day each year, 
sixteen-year-olds undergo an 
aptitude test that reveals their 
destiny. 

Beatrice Prior (Shailene Woodley) 
is poised to take that test. 

She lives in Abnegation with her 
brother Caleb (Ansel Elgort) and 
parents Andrew (Tony Goldwyn) 
and Natalie (Ashley Judd) but 
questions where her future lies. 

"Everyone knows where they 
belong, except for me..." she 
laments in voiceover. 

The results of Beatrice's test 
are inconclusive and Tori (Maggie 
Q), who administers the 
procedure behind closed doors, 
tells the 16-year-old that she is a 
Divergent.

Hotorrepairsurvey _ 

Millions of damaged cars using UK roads 


MORE than four in 10 UK 
motorists admit they are 
getting behind the wheel of 
vehicles that are damaged, 
according to new research 
from Kwik Fit. 

From chipped windscreens to 
balding tyres, more than 16 
million cars on UK roads with 
potentially dangerous faults or 
damages. 

Damaged bodywork is the most 
common vehicle issue, as cited 
by over half (56%) of all 
motorists who admitted to 
driving damaged cars. Cracked 
or chipped windscreens (14%), 
bald tyres (9%), damaged 


wipers (9%) and illuminated 
dashboard warning lights (9%) 
were also commonly cited in 
the study. 

Lack of money is the main reason 
motorists give for having failed 
to rectify these issues, while 
13% say they do not have the 
time to get their vehicle fixed. 

One in 10 drivers say they simply 
"can't be bothered", while 6% 
are waiting until their next 
MoT or service to get the 
problem professionally fixed. 

Roger Griggs, director of 

communications at Kwik Fit, 
said: "Many of these problems 
may sound minor, but issues 


such as chipped windscreens or 
bald tyres have the potential to 
be very dangerous. 

"In many cases, motorists are 
putting off vehicle repairs to 
save time and money, but in 
the long run, this can be a lot 
more costly and time- 
consuming if these faults get 
worse. 

"Whether it's damaged bodywork 
or a flashing warning light, our 
advice to motorists is to get 
these things checked out, as 
there may well be more to the 
problem than meets the eye 
and it certainly won't get any 
better by itself." 


Stylish MG hatch 
is great for grins

I f there is one quality that the 
MG badge has always personi¬ 
fied it is fun. And, if nothing else, 
the latest model to wear the famous 
octagonal badge is designed to raise 
a grin. 

The first bit of good news is the 
price, as even the top model in the 
four-car MG3 supermini line-up 
costs less than £10,000, with its low 
insurance rating of Group 4E partic¬ 
ularly good news for young drivers. 

And it is those younger, and 
young-at-heart, drivers who are the 
prime target for this well-equipped, 
sporty-styled car. 

This MG is the latest product from 
the deal which saw Rover bought 
out of receivership and production 
moved to China. 

The current owner, SAIC, has 
invested massively in its Longbridge 
base, which is responsible for engi¬ 
neering, research, design and devel¬ 
opment programmes of all new MG 
cars, which undergo final assembly 
at Longbridge. 

The top-of-the-range MG3 has 
taken solid Rover supermini under¬ 
pinnings and cloaked a surprisingly 
spacious cabin with a body-styling 
kit, made up of a black mesh grille, 
black A-pillars, rear boot spoiler and 
side sill extensions. 

All models also have front LED 
daytime running lights and electron¬ 


ic hill hold as standard and owners 
keen on personalisation can choose 
from a wide range of colours, exteri¬ 
or graphics, interior colour packs 
and part-leather upholstery. 

The range-topping model has had 
plenty of upmarket features fitted, 
from cruise control and automatic 
lights and windscreen wipers, to a 
DAB audio system and rear parking 
sensors. 

And safety equipment is right up 
to 21st-century standards, with six 
airbags, electronic stability control, 
corner brake control and traction 
control. 

On the move, the car's zippy 106 
horsepower, 1.5-litre petrol engine, 
linked to a five-speed gearbox, 
makes for nippy performance, while 
the chassis ensures sure-footed han¬ 
dling and a lively ride. 

The chunky tyres fitted to the 1 6- 
inch alloy wheels draw in road noise

at higher speeds and the suspension 
picks up imperfections in the road, 
but the ride is far from uncomfort¬ 
able. 

The MG3 is a fun addition to the 
small hatchback market which is 
challenging territory for carmakers, 
thanks to the number of models, 
constantly improving quality and the 
huge number of sales. 

But if MG Motor can gain sales in 
the sector there is a real opportunity 
for success. 

So, sad as it might be that MG 
Motor UK is owned by China's 
largest car company, the octagonal 
badge continues to put a smile on 
faces worldwide.
